With their passion, creativity and love of “funky 


comfort food; Heidi and Perry Johnson were destined to 
own a restaurant. Ihe timing was right when they moved 
to Niagara-on-the-Lake 12 years ago. 

They met while working at The Keg in Winnipeg, which 
Perry credits with giving them a love of good food and 
good times. Both went on to other careers - Heidi as a 
flight attendant and Perry in sales for food and beverage 
companies. Perry had always wanted to run a restaurant 
with his wife, but Heidi loved her job. 

“I was young and impetuous and full of bravado," when 
they got married 25 years ago, said Perry. “Heidi was the 
voice of reason in our relationship. She talked me off that 

The couple relocated to Oakville and shortly after the 
arrival of their daughter Annika, they moved to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. One year later, they opened The Stone Road 
Grille or the REST, as it is fondly known by local residents. 
Perry calls their menu “comfort food with a twist on the 
classics.” The REST uses local produce wherever possible, 
bakes a variety of sourdough breads and smokes and 
cures meats and salmon for the charcuterie dish. There is 
even a cotton candy machine in the kitchen for those who 
want a nostalgic treat. Many of the menu items change 
every few weeks, depending on what ingredients are in 
season and the imagination of the chef, but appetizers 
Eke raw oysters and steamed mussels are popular staples. 


The wines are Niagara VQA and the beer is from a local 
micro brewery. 

The couple is at the REST six days a week to greet guests, 
and it's not unusual to see them helping out behind 
the bar, bussing tables or washing dishes. Most of the 



employees have been with the restaurant for years, but 
there is a new chef - Justin Lesso, who previously worked 
for Wellington Court in St. Catharines. 

The food choices are left to the chef, but the decor and 
ambience reflect Heidi and Perry’s eclectic personalities 
and tastes. The red walls, black industrial ceiling and retro 
chairs and chandeliers make for a comfortable, relaxed 
environment. 

“I’m a bit of a thrifter," said Heidi. “I love second- hand 
stores and garage sales.” All of the restaurant’s 60 chairs 
are painted black and upholstered in a red-patterned 
fabric, but each one is different The same goes for the 
chandeliers. 

“We welcome everyone,” Heidi said, noting that the 
REST attracts local residents as well as tourists who are 
referred by wineries, bed and breakfasts and hotels. 

For the last five years, the Johnsons have also run the 
takeout pizzeria next door called Rest To Go Go. They are 
now merging the two operations. A few varieties of the 
gourmet sourdough pizza will be added to the menu at 
the REST and the kitchen will be opened up for guests to 
watch the chefs at work. 

“We started this restaurant for the locals. If you haven't 
been in for awhile, come on back and give us a try,” Perry 
said. “See what has changed or try us for the first time.” 

Reservations are recommended and it’s not too late to 
book group Christmas parties.

Parliament Oak parents show determination 


The parents of Parliament Oak are in no 
doubt about what's best for then kids, and 
they have support from the community. 
But is that enough? 

To begin with, let’s get the negativity out 
in the open and then leave it behind. 

Those who were involved in the review 
that ended with the closure of Niagara 
District Secondary School will recognize 
many of the same well-reasoned and well- 
researched rationales for keeping the ele¬ 
mentary school open. And the recommen¬ 
dation from that accommodation review 
committee was to keep the high school 
open. We know how that ended. There is 
no high school in town. 

Most, although not all, of the trustees 
on the school board who will deal with the 
recommendation from this review com¬ 
mittee are the same trustees who made the 
decision to close NDSS. Their mandate 
then, as now, was to eliminate surplus 
seats, and how much easier for them to do 
that in Niagara-on-the-Lake than in St. 
Catharines, where the majority of their 
votes come from. 

With that said—let’s get to the positive 
side of this very difficult situation for par¬ 
ents of all children in NOTL, and for all of 
us who want the best for students in all 
parts of town. 

The parents and community of 
Parliament Oak did an amazing job of 
making all the right arguments. 

They cited reports that indicate smaller 
schools are better for students. 

They reminded trustees of the top 
results their students have received in the 
annual provincial testing. 

They spoke of the detrimental effect of 
not enforcing school boundaries, of offer¬ 
ing free busing to students so they can 
attend other schools, of busing kids who 
should be able to walk to school. 

They even found reports from other 
school boards that indicate closing schools 
can end up costing more, not saving 
money. 

And, perhaps most convincingly, they 
disputed, time and again, the numbers for 
projected enrolment the school board is 
using in its report to show school popula¬ 
tions in NOTL will decline. 


And the parents of Crossroads and St. 
Davids have backed up the speakers with 
evidence that their schools are also close 
to capacity, with enrolment that will con¬ 
tinue to grow. Several of the speakers ques¬ 
tioned where the board gets their statistics, 
and why they aren’t listening—especially 
when some of those speaking are at least 
as expert in the field of population projec¬ 
tion as those on the board planning staff. 

In fact, it was the Town planner, who 
sits on the accommodation review com¬ 
mittee, who questioned the numbers the 
board is using at the very first meeting and 
still seems dissatisfied with the answers. 
Surely he would be in a better position to 
know than anyone how many housing 
starts to expect in the Old Town, Virgil and 


that few of those houses in the Old Town 
will become home to families with young 
children. 

Out Old Town residential neighbour¬ 
hood, like those in other parts of town, is 
attracting a mix of people, and according 


Parliament Oak, some of them are young 
families. 


That was backed up by a real estate 
agent who has no personal interest in the 
school, other than that it will be needed by 
the young families he sells homes to, cou¬ 
ples who are choosing to move from larger 
cities and who can work from home. 

The next meeting of the accommoda¬ 
tion review committee isn’t until Jan. 8, at 
which time members will have to focus on 
what they want to present to the board as 
their recommendation. The public has one 
more chance to speak to the review com¬ 
mittee after that, on Jan. 22, before the 
recommendation is finalized. 

And then it gets even more interesting. 
We learn whether board staff endorses the 


to the trustees, or whether they come up 
with something completely different. 

Then begin the opportunities for par¬ 
ents to attend board meetings and address 
the trustees. 

And the public finds out whether the 
trustees are listening, and what they choose 
to do about what they're hearing.

Hydro One 
misleads in 
efforts to buy 
local utilities 

I share the following 
information and thoughts 
on the belief that the major¬ 
ity of people in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake and hopefully 
throughout Ontario will start 
to demand accountability 
from those making decisions 
that are harmful to both the 
short and long-term well¬ 
being of our province. 

Both items I will cover are 

of millions ofdollarsand will 
cost substantially more in 
the years to come unless 
some new direction is 


First, there is an effort by 
Hydro One, with the support 
of the provincial govern¬ 
ment, through the Ministry 
of Energy, to purchase small 
to medium local utilities 
under the guise that this will 
create a savings for custom¬ 
ers through a more efficient 
deliver system. 

This is in complete disre¬ 
gard for the fact that many of 
the smaller and medium- 
size local utilities are more 
efficient than the large utility 
companies when the only

billing) is compared. 

For example, NOTL's cur¬ 
rent rate for the average resi¬ 
dential customer is $125.54 
versus Toronto Hydro's 
$130.69 and Hydro One's, for 
a combination rural/urban 
mix similar to NOTL, 


$152.61. In the case of Hydro 
One, this is after our subsidi- 

monthly bills through the 
rural rate allowance. 

Yet Hydro One is using a 
consultant to contact virtu¬ 
ally every small to medium 
local distribution company 
in Ontario and offer their 
owners, usually the munici¬ 
pality, prices that bear no 
relationship to the intrinsic 
value nor historical sales of 
similar sized utilities. 

The offered prices are 
tens of millions of dollars 
higher than any competing 
entity could or would offer. 
The customers and munici¬ 
palities are also offered a 
freeze in rates for up to five 
years, no cuts in jobs, etc. 

A rational person might 
ask how can the most ineffi¬ 
cient distribution operation 
afford to do this and where is 


the money coming from to 
do it and who is condoning 
this activity. The answers are 
“they can't) “we don't know 
where the money is coming 
from" and “the provincial 
government" 

We should all seek, if not 
demand, better answers to 
these questions. Your board 
of directors and the manage¬ 
ment team of NOTL Hydro 
are seeking the answers to 
these questions through our 
intervention in Hydro One's 
purchase of Norfolk Power, 
the first step in Hydro One's 

We must ensure that you, 
our customers, and the ulti¬ 
mate owners of our business 
are not further burdened by 
being asked to fund ill-con¬ 
ceived business decisions 
either through direct or hid¬ 
den charges. 

The second item I will 


share is the hidden cost in 
your monthly hydro bill 
which is growing like a can¬ 
cer and will continue to grow 
unless a change in direction 

It is an item called the 
"global adjustment” which is 
buried in your time-of-use 
rates. Global adjustment is 
defined as “the difference 
between total payments 
made to certain contracted 
or regulated generators/ 
demand management proj¬ 
ects and market revenues) 

In layman's language this 
means paying higher than 
market prices to generators 
of electricity. To give you an 
idea of the magnitude of the 
problem the monthly global 
adjustment for November 
2008 was $58.4 million. The 
monthly global adjustment 
for November 2013 was 
$884.4 million . . .monthly 


adjustment. 

This will continue to grow 
unless a conscious decision 
is made to stop. Much of the 
damage is irreversible based 
on the signing of long term 
contracts. 

Unless there is a public 
effort/demand to put the 
management of Ontario's 
electrical system back on a 
fiscally sound path and led 
by people without a political 
agenda we are in a serious 
position of creating a living 
and business environment 

unsustainable. 

I urge you to contact 
whomever you feel holds 
accountability to you and 
seek their commitment to 
change our direction.

"Let’s get the demand 
profile for the next 10 years 
right" 

He warned trustees that 
“some of the biggest compa¬ 
nies in the world go bank¬ 
rupt because they don’t see 
market trends. Closing 
Parliament Oak makes no 

Parents from Parliament 
Oak, many of them profes¬ 
sionals who said they have 
moved from Toronto, 
Oakville and other areas so 
their children could grow up 
in a small community and 
attend a neighbourhood 
school they could walk to, 
told the accommodation 

need or want a shiny new 
school or anything more 
than what they already have. 
They want their school, 
which well out-performed 
others in this year’s Grade 3 


and Grade 6 provincial test¬ 
ing, a school where they 
know the principal and 
teachers and other parents, 
and where their kids are 
comfortable and well-cared 
for. 

Several asked for right- 
sizing and renovating of the 
school to 200 students, 
which helps solve the prob- 

the school board, and a

The moratorium, said 
parent Gray Powell, “is criti¬ 
cal to creating the stability 

receiving applause the his 
request from the 200-plus 
people at the meeting. 

Joy Janzen, co-chair of 
the Parliament Oak parent 
council, spoke of the ARC 
process which spared the 
school last go-round, but in 
doing so divided the com¬ 
munity. It also concerns 
parents that review recom¬ 
mendations, which had 
asked for Niagara District 
Secondary School to be kept 
open, can be ignored. 

“Tliere are residual feel¬ 
ings of fustradon and dis¬ 
trust that the ARC has any 
significance, and that the 


end result has already been 
decided by senior adminis¬ 
tration." 

But Parliament Oak par¬ 
ents are determined that the 
outcome this time will be 
different, she said. 

Parents cited study after 
study, some the province’s 
own reports, showing stu¬ 
dents at small schools are 
better off in many ways than 
students in larger schools, 
generally considered more 
than 400 students, which 
Crossroads is already at. 

Parents also referenced 
studies that show amalga¬ 
mation of schools doesn’t 
necessarily result in finan¬ 
cial savings and that in many 
cases economies of scale 
create just the opposite 
effect, costing more in the 
longterm. 

In addition to Parliament 
Oak parents’ well-reasoned, 
extensively-researched and 
co-ordinated submissions, 
parents representing both 
Crossroads and St. Davids 
elementary schools also 
spoke in favour of keeping 
the Old Town school open. 
They believe their schools 
are near capacity, and new 
development in both areas 
will bring more kids than 
the schools can accommo- 


without adding Old Town 
students. 

Nettie Herbst, a 
Crossroads parent, warned 
trustees that if the school 
receives another 100 stu¬ 
dents and the expansion 
needed to accommodate 
them, they’ll lose their soc¬ 
cer field to an addition and 
more tarmac, which is 
already crowded, and will 
need more parking—there 
isn’t enough room for park¬ 
ing now, she said. 

Lianne Lambert told the 
review committee she finds 
it frustrating that the board 
built Crossroads just two 
years ago, with capacity that 
would allow for a slight 
increase in enrolment. Now 
the school is full and the 
board is considering busing 
another 100 students from 
the Old Town, she said. 

“It seems like poor plan¬ 
ning to me—there’s no other 
way to look at it An addition 
may end up being necessary 
just for the new homes in 
Virgil. It seems like short¬ 
term decisions are going to 
end up costing more.” 

She also said it was a mis¬ 
take not to include St. Davids 
Public School in the review, 
and asked, if Parliament Oak 
does close, “please don’t 
send all the students to
